SOCIALISTIC GERMANY. 


The recent expiration of tin anti-sooial 


laws h I»P, of a sadden, by nllowiog pub- 
licity, shown whnt n Ymt strength the 
Bociil movement iu that couutry bfts at- 
(ained. It 13 estimated Ihut a largo major- 
ity of the peopls ure either secretly or 
openly in favor of tho movement. Social- 
ism in Germany has an excuse which it can 
never bavo in America. In that country 
it may attain to the purest conception of 
patriotism, which regards tho welfare of a 
people Rb being higher than a blind loyalty 
to a sovereign, 


The Gorman military laws are snob that 


they destroy the constitutions and brutalize 
the sentiments of the race. At eighteen 
tho boy U placed in the army where for 
three years he is compelled to undergo the 
hardships and privations of regular army 
life. In the Autumn maneuvers the train- 
ing Is BO savere, in the intense heat, that 
dozens every day succumb. They go into 
the army strong and healthy, they come 
ont weak and decrepit. Nor IB this the 
least evil resulting from this system. 
The 


army life has the effect of demoralizing the 
people. 
The yonth taken from the home 


where he has been subjected only to ele- 
vating influences, and placed io the atmos- 
phere of the field, at a time when his 
character is forming and his whole being 
plastic, has but one course to pursue, he 
becomes brutal, licentious, hardened. That 
this it trne is evident in the fact that in no 
civilized country of the world are women 
so downtrodden and held in less esteem 
than in tho Futherland. Fiance, Spain 
nor Iialy can compare with Germany in 
this respect. 


It may not be generally known that a 


single act of the German Qovt-rnmenl 
would restore tranquility between Germany 
and France, and might lend to a universal 
peace in Europe aside from the Russia and 
Turkey complication. That is the giving 
back by Germany to Franca of Alsace anc 
Loirains." It will be remembered that after 
tho Franco-Prussian war whin Germany 
compelled France to a most humiliating 
treaty, aside from the payment of one 
billion of dutiars iu gold, tibe made France 
cede hor thoao two provinces lying along 
the borders of the Shine, namely Alanc 
nnJ Lorraine. Tho French people have 
never acquiesced to that surrender. It is 
the never-forgotten prayer whenever the 
MartiilliS is heard to remember those two 
State?, and the French people have sworn 
never to grant to European pence until she 
has back onco mote in her possession those 
two provinces. 


Meanwhile Germany ia compelled to 


strain evury nerve and rnin the best sinews 
of her people in ordor to keep up a stand- 
ing army that as Bismarck once observed, 
was the only preparation for peace. The 
people themselves are shotting, in the 
Social movement, a disposition to resent 
being longer ground into the dint to sus- 
tain a principle with which they have little 
or no sympathy. 


The Final Volumes of England in tlio 


Eighteenth Century Complete. 


A Buddhist Gathering. 


The Bnddhist congress attracts atten- 


tion to this remarkable religion. The 
congress ia to have the importance of the 
jreat ecumenical council convoked by 
Pius IX twenty years ago. Buddhist 
delegates are to come from all parts of 
the world, and intense is the interest 
manifested in Paris. 


Five hundred million people on this 


globe are Buddhists, and although 
Buddhism in Europe is confined to great 
minds, in France alone there are about 
80,000 BuddhiatB. It is not generally 
known that Eichard Wagner- was a 
fervent Buddhist. But the European 
thinkers do not practice tne doctrines of 
Buddhism. 
That is why the young 


Viennese student, Udo Halsmeyer, has 
caused such consternation in the church. 
He Is ascetic, fasts, or eats only fruits 
and vegetables, envelops himself in a 
hempen bag, and already treats with in- 
difference physical suffering. Continuing 
in this manner^he would soon be the in- 
carnation of Buddha, and the authori- 
ties talk of emulsion from the university 
for fear of his influence on the other 
students. 


The practice of Buddhism cultivates a 


sixth sense that in non-believers is al- 
ways latent. By this sense one can fore- 
tell good or bad fortune, and the medi- 
tation that calls out this sense is always 
physical, psychological and physiologi- 
cal. Physically the body must obey the 
mind, psychologically all human organic 
forces must be concentrated on the de- 
velopment of this sixth sense, intuition, 
and physiologically respiration must be 
regulated to control the expenditure of, 
vital force. As soon as this sixth sense 
is* acquired the Buddhists are capable of 
knowing nature's secrets and of produc- 
ing phenomena that seem supernatural, 
but are in reality the manifestation ol 
forces very natural, but not yet under- 
stood.—Paris Cor, New York World.

American Newspaper filet* ids In Sweden. 


Wo have an ultra cLoap newspaper 


here, the success of which is truly of .the 
American sort. 
I say its success is 


American because the paper has grown 
up so quickly. The paper ia called The 
Stockholm Nyheter (News). It is thor- 
oughly radical politically, and advocates 
incessantly the abrogation of the mon- 
archy and the state church. 


It was only three years ago that the 


publisher got what was, according to the 
view of many, a mad idea of printing a 
paper for the subscription prico of one 
cere or three crowns per year. It woult 
be impossible to get any lower. A little 
over 8,000 subscriptions camffin on the 
start. But without advertisements i1 
was printed at a loss. The "ads" did 
not flow in like the subscriptions. Well 
the cere system was again set in motion 
in another direction. After the paper 
had been going for three months it com- 
menced to have a widespread circulation 
and more comprehensive than tiny other 
Stockolm daily. 


At the beginning of the publication 


there were about 100 newsboys; now 
there are over 250 little fellows who reap 
the farthings. The publisher receives 
one cere from the newsboys, and they in 
turn sell them for two cere, the cheapest 
price ever paid "for a newspaper in this 
country. The daily sale of this paper on 
the streets and outside is about 18,000 
copies. The subscription list has grown to 
12,000, making the total 80,000 and over, 
Now the advertisement patronage has 
also become profitable,—Stockholm Cor, 
Minneapolis Journal. 


Killed by a Bicycle. 


An inquest was held at Boughton, 


near Faversham, concerning the death o: 
a man, name unknown, aged about 50 
years. One morning a cyclist, whose 
identity has not been discovered, in de- 
scending Beacon hill, knocked down the 
deceased and fractured his skull. The 
cyclist gave the man half a crown anc 
proceeded, leaving no name or address 
The deceased walked for three miles anc 
then died by the roadside. It was statpc 
that the cyclist descended the hill rapid- 
ly, ringing his bell, and that the deceas- 
ed was iu the center of the road, leaving 
room for the cyclist to pass. The jury 
returned a verdict of accidental death 
and exonerated the rider of the bicycle 
from blame, The coroner intimated thai 
in cases where bicyclists lost control ol 
their machines, as they occasionally die 
when descending with their feet up, he 
should advise a verdict of manslaughter. 
—Pall Mall Gazette. 


Food for Epicures. 


The feature of this week's market has 


been the arrival of largo invoices of doe 
birds and golden plover. Both are in ex- 
cellent condition. The efoe bird winters 
in the extreme southern portions of South 
America.
